A President’s Judgment 
Thoro is extraordinary interest to President Hoo­ 
ker's probable use of his veto power over the sh o d 
session of congress. 
It Is interest that arises par­ 
tially from the attention always siren the final ac­ 
tions of a defeated president and partially from tho 
published defire of the Democratic party to accom 
pllsh, through Its control in the House of R epresents 
(Ives, pa much aa posaible before next March. 
Mr. Hoover's veto on three m easures expected to 
come before him Is conceded to be certain. 
It Is 
not believed that he will approve any beer bill that 
m ight be passed, the proposed crop surplus control 
bill or the Philippine Independence bill. 
If they 
do not become law. the new president probably will 
call a special session immediately. 
There baa been a curious development in the 
popular conception of the presidential veto power 
In these tim es there seems nothing strange in a 
president's refusal to sign a bill on the grounds of 
personal disagreem ent with its provisions; perhaps 
operation of modern government neceasltatea tho 
free exercise of executive judgm ent on m easures 
approved by a m ajority of the representatives of the 
people. 
But it requires only slight knowledge of the origin 
and history of the veto power to make a most 
Interesting basil of comparison with a p o p u lar con 
ception which has made the president a legislative 
m onitor. 
Alexander Hamilton, first to interpret the 
•cope of the veto, spoke of its value as a aecurlty 
against enactm ent of improper laws, hut even ba 
did not expect It to tie useed frequently. 
His expectations were met in the early period of 
the governm ent. 
Exam ination of the record shows 
sparing usage, with only an average of 1.4 vetoee to 
a congress up to the tim e of Lincoln's adm inistra 
thin. 
Since then, however, the veto tempo 
has 
quickened to make an average of 14.8 vetoes to a 
congress. 
Grover Cleveland alone vetoed 344 bill! 
and oui.- two of his vetoes wore overridden. 
In 
this respect President Johnson, who was defeated 
In 15 out of 21 vetoes, represents the opposite ex­ 


trem e. 
Seeking a possible reason for support of presi­ 
dential vetoes tor reasons which have to do entirely 
wit)) expediency according to the executive s opinion, 
none comes readily to mind and appears more logical 
than the decline of respect for congressional judg­ 
m ent In the mass. 
Convinced that their desires may 
be thw arted almost as often as they are satisfied 
by a legislative body whose fundam ental policy It 
compromise, the people have learned to look to the 
president as th© proper judge of legislative m erit 
Bo it to the credit of the presidents who have been 
responsible for expansion of th© veto power tin t 
they have been right tar more often than they have 


been wrong. 
It la President Hoover’* duty to use his Judgment 
fully, regardless of his realisation that the effect 
of whatever vetoes he may make will be destroyed. 
if they are allen to the Interests of the Democratic 
program. 
He will be intrusted with the welfare of 
tin whole nation in a session of congress dealing 
with more vitally Im portant legislation Hisn any
